becomes a law, Illinois will receive

eut banking system is the, best wo 
have ever had in this country. Mr. 
Chase builded better than he knew 
when he excogitated it. He had 
much counsel from wise advisers; yet 
it is doubtful whether he or they 
had any just appreciation of the in- 
calculable service their scheme was 
to render the country. Under its 
beneficent operation we have a cur- 
rency which cannot be improved 
upon. It may be either expanded 
or contracted to meet the demands of 
commerce. It is perfectly safe. 
It 


is convertible into coin. What more 
could be asked ? Nevertheless, there 
are in one or both houses of congress 
members who wish to abolish the 
present banking system and sub- 
stitute a new one; who are not satis- 
fied with the existing currency, and 
demand a better; and who would 
have the government furnish all the 
currency of the country. 
Some of 


these financial cranks are democrats. 
A few are known only as greenback- 
ers. One of these last would have 
the government print greenbacks and 
put them into circulation until the 
rate of interest on money shall come 
down to 3 per cent, per annum. Dr. 
Johnson thought the rate of interest 
ought to be lowest when money was 
scarcest. 
The congressman alluded 


to seems to know that the rate of in- 
terest is likely to bo highest under 
sttch circumstances; or perhaps he 
knows that his fiat money would be 
so worthless that its owners would 
be glad to lend it out at any, even 
the lowest, rate of interest. There is 
no reason to doubt that the charters 
of the national banks will be extend- 
ed, though iuaendmeiatb may be 
made in either house to th<> commit- 
tee's bill having such extension for 
its object. 
The national banking 


system as a whole will be perpetuat- 
ed, as it ought to be. To tamper 
with it is to expose the business in- 
terests of the country to peril. No 
party dare ;i* a piU'ty to commit this 
crime.
